OTTAWA,  May  17. — Additional  de- 
tails of  th«  tragedy  of  Inspector  Fitz- 
gerald and  three  companions  of  the 
Northwest  Mounted  Police  who  lost  their 
lives  last  winter  on  a  patrol  between 
Fort  Macpherson  and  Dawson,  are  fur- 
nished by  an  official  report  of  Corporal 
Dempster,  who  was  In  charge  of  a 
searching  party  sent  out  from  Dawson. 
He  tells  thj  story  of  the  finding  of  the 
remains  of  the  lU-fated  party  and  the 
melancholy  diary  of  Fitzgerald,  This 
has  already  been  told,  but  Corporal 
Dempster's  report  sheds  furthei  light 
upon  the  causes  of  the  disaster  and  sup- 
plies records  which  add  to  the  tragic 
nature   of   the   unfortunate  enterprise. 

From   the   f^port  !t  would  appear  that 
the    cause    of   the    catastropne    was    the 
fact    that    FltzgsiaU    had    relied    upon 
Constable  Carter  ':'.  giute.  but  that  the 
latter  had  faile.l  to  ttnd  '.he  way  to  the 
principal  pass  en  route.     Tha  lost  entry 
m  Inspector  Fitssgerald's  dial  y  wM  evi- 
dently   made    wliHe   the   pa^rty    was    pro- 
ceeding   down    tns  fail    to   i'eel    River. 
Corporal    Dempster,  of    the    relief   party 
says    at    that    point    he    commenced      to 
fear  the  wor.st  on  account  of  the  camps 
that    Fitzgerald's    patrol    had    made    on 
their  retreat  being  so  close  together.  On 
March   21^   about  three  mlloa   below  the 
portage  on  the  PeeV  River,  he  found  the 
bodies   of    Constables   Kinney    and   Tay- 
lor.     There   was   a   camp   kettle    full    of 
moose  hide  cut  into  L.niiU  piece.?    which 
had  been  boiled  io:  soup.     The  two  men 
lay  side  by  side,  the  flro  being  at  their 
feet,  and  each  lay  on  his  buck. 
Dempster's  report  continues: 
"They  had  three  Alaska  sleeping  bags, 
one    under    and    two    over    them.      Con- 
stable  Taylor   evidently   committed   sui- 
cide by  blowing  the  top  of  his  head  off. 
It  Is  quite  probable  that  he  had  become 
Insane  with  the  terrible  hardships  which 
he  had  undergone.     It  seems  to  me  that 
Inspector  l-'lizgerald  had  concluded  tliat 
these  men  were  too  weak  to  travel;  that 
he    left    all    equipment    they   had      with 
them    and    with    Carter    started    towards 
Fort  Macpherson,  with  the  hope  of  get- 
ting   relief    to    Sv^nd    back."    This      they 
failed   to   accomplish.     About   ten   miles 
further    on    he    and    Carter   yielded     up 
their  lives.     Carter  succumbed  first,  and 
he  was  laid  out  by  Inspector  Fitzgerald, 
who   probably   died   shortly  af lerward.'s." 
The     report    of    Commissioner    Perry, 
who  transmitted   diaries   and   records   to 
the   mounted   poMce  headquarters  at   Ot- 
tawa,  concludes   that   the  party  had   un- 
dertaken  the   trip   with   light  provisions 
with    the   view   of    making   a   rapid   pas- 
sage. '    He   says   that   Demppter'p   report 
shows    that    the    unfortunate    men      had 
wasted   to  shadows.      All   were  powerful

and  courage  when  tho>-  left  on  tttetir  lU- 
fatcd  journey. 

fJolonel  Perry  comments: 
"That  they  should  ha\6  lost  their 
lives  Is  greatly  to  be  deplored.  It  is  the 
greatest  tragedy  that  iias  occurred  in 
this  force  during  its  existence  of  thirty- 
seven  years.  Their  loss  has  been  felt 
most  keenly  by  every  member  of  the 
force,  but  we  cannot  hyt  feci  a  thrill 
of  pride  at  the  endeavor  they. made  to 
carry  out  their  duty  and  at  their  gal- 
lant  struggle   for   their   lives,"

Armistice  Arranged. 
JUAREZ,  May  17. — A  general  f.vc-day 
armistice  between  the  revolutionists 
and  the  federal  government  was  agreed 
upon  at  6  o'clock  tonight,  to  take  effect 
ImmediatPly  throughout  Mexico.  It  was 
signed  by  Judge  Carhajal,  the  federal 
peace  envoy,  and  Dr.  Vasquez  Ocmez, 
Jose  Pino  Suarez  and  Francisco  I.  Ka-  j 
dero.  St.,  the  members  «t  de  W^*i 
peace    commission. 

This  Is  the  vrst  general  armistice 
that  has  been  agreed  upon  since  the 
revolution  began  last  November,  and  l.s 
expected  to  call  a  halt  upon  the  vigor- 
ous warfare  in  Central  and  Southern 
Mexico,  it  is  believed  furthermore  that 
within  nve  days  a  peacfe  agreement  will 
have  been  effected  which  will  restore 
the  country  to  an  era  of  tranquility. 


■WINNIPEG,  May  17.— ^Orty  automo- 
biles, aggregating  in  value  somstlilng 
like  $150,000.  a  building  valued, at  !f<iO,- 
000  and  fourteen  hundred  gallons  of 
gasoline  went  up  In  flames  of  the  most 
spectacular  fire  Winnipeg  has  witnessed 
In  years,  when  the  Central  garage 
caught  fire  tonight,  and  was  totally 'de- 
stroyed, with  its  contents. 

The  garage  had  an  extra  heavy  supply 
of  gasoline  on  hand,  the  Winnipeg  Oil 
company's  team  being  at  the  tanks  de- 
livering when  the  fire  broke  out.  The 
driver  of  the  team  made  a  hurried  dash 
for  the  doors,  but  in  his  hurry  neglected 
the  team,  which  were  burned  to  death. 
This  mishap  blocked  the  only  exit,  the 
other  exits  being  wrapped  in  flames,  .-ind 
thus  prevented  any  of  the  cars  being 
saved.  The  driver  of  th«  team  is  In  the 
hospital,  badly  burned  by  the  flaming 
gasoline. 

The  conflagration  lasted  only  one 
hour,  but  the  sudden  bursts  of  flame  as 
the  gasoline  tanks  exploded,  one  by  one, 
set  Are  to  a  big  apartment  block  op- 
posite, and  the  flremen  had  difficulty  In 
checking  the  blaze  there.  Other  houses 
were  badly  scorched,  anfl  for  a  tlmp  the 
'Canadian  Northern  freight  sheds  were 
In  dimger.  The  total  loss  will  approxl- 
inpte  $250,000.  the  building  being 
sured  and  a  number  of  the  cars.

WASHINGTON,  May  17.— The  address 
of  Governor  Osborn  of  Michigan,  favor- 
ing the  passage  of  the  Canadian  reci- 
procity bill,  featured  today's  hearing 
before  the  senate  finance  committee  on 
the   reciprocity    and   free   list   bills. 

Governor  Osborn  expressed  the  opin- 
ion that  Canada  could  not  compete  suc- 
cessfully with  the  United  States  in 
the  growing  of  wheat  or  in  any  of  the 
ways  In  which  those  opposed  to  the 
treaty  fear.  If  either  side  would  ben- 
efit from  the  treaty  the  United  States, 
he  declared,   would   be  the  country. 

He  said  the  wheat  raised  in  Canada 
was  inferior  to  that  of  this  country, 
and  that  the  wheat  belt  of  Canada 
was  a  small  area  as  compared  with 
some  other  great  wheat  sections  of  the 
world.  It  would  be  a  "blow  In  the  face 
of  Canada"  he  added,  if  the  compact 
•were  not  agreed  to. 

He  said  he  would  favor  entire  free 
trade  with  both  Canada  and  Maxico, 
hut  not  with  other  nations.  The  United 
States  is  becoming  a  world  market,  he 
declared,  and  needs  the  raw  material 
which  we  might  obtain  from  Canada. 

The  alleged  "lumber  trust"  came  in. 
for  considerable  dlscviselon  at  the  hear- 
ing. Leonard  Bronson, '  representing 
the  National  Lumber  Jlanufactur.-ra" 
association,  who  opposed  the  bill,  s?ald 
the  present  placing-  of  lumber  on  the 
free  list  was  largely  the  result  of  a 
public  belief  that  there  existed  a  lum- 
ber trust. 

The  conditions  existing  in  the  major- 
ity of  lumber  mills  make  effective  com- 
binations Impos.sible,  he  said,  most  of 
Che  mills  having  no  timber  reserve,  but 
buy  what  they  use  in  the  open  market. 
Most  of  the  timber  that  is  cut,  h-s  said, 
is  by  small  mills,  each  doing  a  small 
business. 

Although  the  government  in  its  ef- 
forts to  prove  that  there  was  a  lumber 
trust  ho-d  received  all  pos.slble  aid  from 
the  lumber  people,  nothing  had  been 
proved,  he  said. 

He   contended  that  this   country   does 
not    need    Canadian    timber,    as    it    has 
plenty    of    its    own.      He  acknowledged,

LOS  ANGBLKS.  May  17.— A.  V.  Hartle, 
a  young  OJiloan,  ambitious  to  become  an 
aviator,  fell  to  his  death  today  at  Dom- 
ingucz  Field  aviation  grounds,  where 
Arch  Hoxsey  met  a  tragic  fate  on. Dec- 
ember 81  last.  It  was  Hurtle's  second 
day's  apprenticeship  as  a  birdmun.  Af- 
ter several  minutes  in  the  air  early  to- 
day, traversing  the  course  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  about  100  feet.  Hartla  apparent- 
ly lost  control  of  his  machine,  a  Curtlss 
type  biplane  ,of  local  construction,  and 
pitched  from  his  scat,  innuing  on  htw 
head  and  shoulders  from  a  height  of 
about  50  feet.  He  died  in  a  few  min- 
utes. His  sister,  Miss  Annie  Hartle, 
his  .almost  Inseparable  companion,  wit-_ 
ne^iiscd   'her    brother's    death. 

Hartle,  who  lived  many  years  in  Mar- 
.-,i»-_  r>H'-  ..»— i-<'pf?  H<»ro  a»vnn  months 
ago  and  spent  much  time  witli  the  col- 
ony of  aviators.  Two  months  ago  iie 
gave  a  contract  to  an  aeroplane  builder 
of  this  city  for  a  biplane,  and  yesterday, 
in  his  first  attempt,  made  a  flight  of 
three- miles.  Hartle  was  warned  not  to 
attempt  any  fancy  flying  until  he  had 
thoroughly  apr-tajnted  himself  with  the 
machine,  but  -oday  after  flying  once 
around  the  course,  went  up  a  second 
time,  saying  that  he  was  going  to  make 
a  figure  eight. 

The  official  report  of  the  accident, 
signed  by  Van  Griffith,  secretary  of  the 
Aero  club  of  California,  and  four  otluir 
members  of  -the  organization,  says  that 
tlie  accident  was  "caused  by  the  break- 
ing of  one  of  the  ailerons."

WASHINGTON.  May  17.— The  prin- 
ciple of  arbitration  of  practically  ail 
disputes  between  nations,  including 
questions  of  vital  Interest  and  na- 
tional honor,  assumed  vitality  today 
when  Secretary  Knox  submitted  to  the 
British  and  French  ambassadors  at 
Washington  the  draft  of  a  convention 
to   serve  as  a  basis  of  negotiations. 

The  fact  that  this  movement  would 
be  inaugurated  with  France  as  well  as 
witl).' Great  Britain  came  as  a  surprise 
aa  it  was  generally  understood  that 
only  the  United  States  and  Britain  were 
concerned. 

When  President  Taft  last  December 
enunciated  the  doctrine  of  arbitration 
he  received  a  quick  response  from  Am- 
bassadors Bryce  and  Jusserand  that 
Great  Britain  and  France  were  willing 
to  begin  negotiations  with  this  connti  y 
for  the  peaceful  settlement  of  practi- 
cally all  future  differences.  As  a  re- 
sult. Secretary  Knox  has  evolved  a  doc- 
ument which  has  received  the  approval 
of  the  president  and  cabinet,  providing 
that  ail  differences  which  are  interna- 
tionally Justiciable  shall  be  submitted 
to  arbitration.

The  more  musi- 
cally inclined  the  listener  may  be,  the 
more  exhausting  the  strain  of  absorbing 
the  surfeit  of  symphony  and  song  that 
tilled  the  drill  hall  at  the  first  concert 
given  by  the  world-famed  Shertleld  choir 
of  England  In  Victoria,  on  Its  fesllvul 
of  Empire  tour.  The  ladles  of  the 
choir — if  not  the  men — showed  signs  of 
such  Inevitable  fatigue  towards  the  end 
of  last  night's  fea*t  of  song,  but  not  so 
the  audience!  No  greater  tribute  could 
be  paid  Dr.  Coward  and  his  choir  than 
V>  record  the  fact  that  the  great  audl- 
fincK  in  no  wny  «choed  the  note  of 
fatigue  that  crept  into  the  choir's  volcua 
towards   the   close. 

I^ast  night's  concert  was  a  red  letter 
event  in  the  musical  annals  of  Victoria, 
as  the  tour  of  the  Sheffield  choir — under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Harries,  of  Ottawa, 
must  become  memorable  In  the  musical 
history  of  the  Empire.  To  say  that  the 
singing  was  worthy  the  occasion  is  to 
pay  at  once  the  greatest  compliment 
possible  to  the  artistes  concerned,  and 
the  least  encomium  that  Is  due  to  so 
talented  a  choir  as  that  which  has  ap- 
propriately "coom  fra'  Sheffield." 
"Tlie  Master  Hand" 
Under  the  master  hand  of  Dr.  Coward. 
Yorkshire  has  produced  a  choir  that  is 
the  pride  of  the  Empire  as  It  may  well 
be  the  envy  of  the  world.  Two  hun- 
dred male  and  female  voices  are  blend- 
ed in  perfect  tone  and  harmony,  and 
have  learned  to  sing  together  with  a 
precision  that  would  be  remarkable  In 
any  individual  artiste.  To  attempt  to 
criticise  in  detail  the  features  of  so  well 
known  and  celebrated  a  conductor  as 
Dr.  Henry  Coward  would  be  almost  on 
impertinence.  Rather  might  one  ques- 
tion the  complete  wisdom  and  truth  of 
hl.s  dictum  that  "no  singing  can  be  too 
loud,  if  the  voices  be  under  control."  In 
more  than  one  item  the  tornado  of  ton- 
ality threatened  to  get  out  of  hand,  and 
if  no  such  outbrea.k  a.ssumed  noteworthy 
proportions  it  was  due  rather  to  the 
complete  domination  of  the  conductor 
than  to   the  sfilf  control   cl    the  choir. 

One  Is  constrained  to  utter  one  word 
of  criticism  of  a  concert  that  can  other- 
wise call  for  little  but  unqualified  praise. 
That  word  is  rather  a  complaint  In  the 
composition  than  in  the  execution  of 
the  first  performance  presented — though 
tonight's  programme  has  the  same  char- 
acteristic. It  1b  that  the  soloists  are 
made  te  play  only  "second  fiddle"  to 
the  choir.  Last  nights  programme  was 
a  concatlnatlon  of  choruses,  with  a  few 
afterthoughts  of  the  "Now,  let's  have 
a  solo"  type.  Even  with  Inferior  ar- 
tistes this  lack  of  variety  would  have 
been  ill-advised,  but  with  such  a  wealth 
of  well-known  soloists  as  Dr.  Coward 
has  with  his  choir,  to  give  only  one  in 
three  items  solos  is  inexcusable,  and 
surely  an  unfair  tax  on  the  choir  Itself. 
Everyone,  of  course,  came  In  the  flr.st 
place  to  hear  and  to  hear  again  tho  Sht;f- 
field  choir,  but  a  musical  feast  of  seven- 
teen courses  requires  more  than  five 
solos  by  way  of  'savories."  "With 
singers  of  such  quality  as  Miss  Taggart. 
Mr.  Henry  Turnpenny  and  Mr.  Robert 
Charlesworth,  too,  it  ^^as  little  wonder 
that  the  audience  increased  the  quantity 
of  solos  on  every  possible  occasion  by 
enthusiastic  encores. 

The  Drill  hall  was  filled  with  a  crowd 
of  music-lovers.  Those  present  were 
made  to  sit  up  and  blink  with  th©  open- 
ing motif  for  double  chorus,  Bach'.s 
sublimely  impressive  "Sing  Ye  to  the 
Lord,"  which  at  once  tested  the  tone 
and  temper  and  proved  the  power  of  the 
famous  choir.  Sullivan's  deathles.«i  an- 
them, "O  Gladsome  Light."  was  sung 
witli  a  reverence  and  Inspiration  beyond 
praise  as  it  was  beyond  criticism.  Us 
ending  wa-ii  a  triumph  for  the  tcnorS. 
This  wa.s  followed,  by  wny  of  contrast, 
by  Sir  Alex.  Mackenzlo'.s  "A  Franklynne's 
Dogge,"  a  gorgeous  conceit  thoroughly 
en.1oyod  by  both  the  audience  and  the 
choir,  which  rev«led  Iw  the  rich  humor 
of  Its  lyric  composition.  It  showed  off 
the  male  voices  very  eftectively.  the 
first  tenors  and  second  baase.s  e.speclally 
distinguishing  themselves.  And  who, 
after  heiirhig  .such  a  rendering,  which 
will  be  repeated  in  tc)nlght',«i  pro- 
gramme, can  say  that  "Yorkshlrcmen 
have  a  slow  sense  of  humor."  Rather 
have  their  critics  a  slow  wit. 
"Ool  IJongr  of  Mine." 
Sir  Ktlward  Klgar's  latest  composition. 
"Go!  Song  of  Mine,"  went  great.  It  dis- 
played again  to  advantage  the  honeyed 
liarmony  of  the  tenors  and  the  ter- 
rific tonality  of  tho  first  sopranos.  The 
men  .sustained  the  long  notes  In  a  way 
that  reminded  one  of  one  mighty  organ. 
.Vt  times,  however,  the  time  was  in- 
clined  to   be   ragged.      As  a    rule,    how- 
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Vancouver    and    the    general    strain    of '  Hermann   Lohr's    well-known   Irish    bal- 


the  Journey,  it  was  not  to  be  wondered 
at  if  In  the  madrigal  "In  going  to  my 
lonely  bed"  the  choir  shq^ved  signs 
of  fatigue,  and  of  the  need  of  the  ex- 
iled Interval.  It  was  a  little  Inclined 
to  rag  and  the  second  number  "I"  Ire, 
Fire  My  Heart"  was  also  a  little 
"damp."  "You  Stole  My  Lord"  was 
sung,  however,  at  an  amazing  pace,  as 
If  the  choir  was  bent  on  chasing  the 
thief  of  time.  With  the  sopranos  fa- 
tigue brought  a  tendency  to  harshness 
of  tone,  that  though  noticeable  in  "The 
Shepherd's  Lament"  was  more  than 
compensated  for  by  the  delicacy  and 
artistry  with  which  it  was  rendered  by 
tho  choir.  Nowhere  was  the  choir's  ad- 
mirable "attack"  and  precision  of  time 
and  tune  heard  to  greater  advantage 
than  In  the  two  "ecenas"  from  Elgar's 
"Bavarian  Highlands,,"  which  concluded 
a  concert  that  will  live  for  all  time 
in  the  m«morles  of  nil  who  heard  It. 
JuatUlad  aiffheat  Sopaa 

Speaking  generally,  the  choir  more 
than  justified  the  highest  hopes,  awak- 
ened by  its  reputation.  The  voices  were 
admirably  matched,  and  each  member 
sung  in  that  spirit  of  self-effacement 
and  studied  care  and  character  tliat  is 
essential  to  successful  chorallsm.  The 
rendering  of  the  choruses  was  distin- 
guished by  a  refinement  of  tone  that  was 
only  equalled  by  the  chorister's  extra- 
ordinary precision  of  technique  and  ex- 
cellence of  ''attack."  The  sopranos 
were  both  strong  and  sweet  (though  oc- 
casionally just  a  trifle  shrill),  the  con- 
traltos of  rare  quality,  the  tenors  un- 
usually powerful  and  pure,  and  the 
busses  as  rich  and  sonorous  as  they 
were  subdued  when  occa.slon  required. 

Whether,  Dr.  Coward's  originality  of 
theory  as  to  tone  is  wise  or  otherwise, 
it  could  have  no  finer  vindication  than 
that  provided  by  his  Sheffield  choir, 
whose  singing  last  night  Justified,  all 
that  has  been  said  of  them  by  competent 
critics  elsewhere. 

Of  last  night'.s  soloists.  Miss  Jennie 
Taggart  enhanced  her  reputation  in  tho 
well  known  "Waltz  Song"  of  Edward 
German,  and  in  her  beautifully  sung 
and  perfectly  phra.sed  rendering  of 
"Comln  Thro'  the  Rye,"  both  of 
which  were  rapturously  received. 
Miss  Taggart'a  voice  has  all  tho 
qualities  of  the  great  artiste,  but 
warmth  of  feeling  and  expression.  Her 
voice  is  the  purest  and  fullest  of  so- 
pranos, and  her  singing  is  aiatinguished 
particularly  by  Us  remarkable  produc- 
tion and  richness  of  tone.  But.  though 
her  interpretations  are  carefully  studied, 
they  seem  somewhat  superficial  and  In- 
sincere. There  Is  none  of  that  "ro- 
mance" that  is  indispensable  to  the 
great  opera  singer,  while  her  enuncia- 
tion— allowing  for  the  bad  acoustics  of 
the  hflll — left  much  to  be  desired.  But 
she  could  sing  "Lleder  Ohne  Worte"  In 
".sol  fa!"  Her  "vihrata"  is  exquisitely 
.srnooth.  while  lier  high,  notes  are  what 
the  Chinese  mlht  call  "celestial  pearl.s" 
— very  gems  of  sound.  Miss  Taggart's 
voles  Is  one  that  cannot  he  acquired, 
any  more  than  such  a  consummate 
technique  cjin  be  given,  ilfr  duet  with 
Mr.  Turnpenny,  "A  Night  in  Venice," 
was  "the"  triumph  of  the  evening, 
awakening  echoes  of  the  magic  and 
romance  of  that  city  that  is  the  living 
love-song  of  the  world. 

Mr.    Henry   Turnpenny    is    not    only    a 
tenor    of    the   very   front    rnnk,    but   the 


lad,  "Dear  Little  Girl"  and  then  "Sin- 
cerity" as  a  double  encore;  botjh  of 
which  revealed  the  depth  and  versatil- 
ity of  expression  of  the  true  artist.

FIIMO 'MANY  ABUSES 

Grand  Jury  at  Vancouver  Condemna  tXn- 

aanltary   Condition   of  Jail  and 

Other  Evila. 


VANCOUVER,  May  17.— iBtronff  In- 
dictments of  the  liquor  traffic,  as  It  ex- 
ists at  present  In  this  city,  and  of  the 
unsanitary  condition  of  tho  city  jail 
were  contained  in  the  grand  jury's  jire- 
sentmeni  which  was  handed  in  to  the 
assize  court  today.  With  their  condem- 
nation they  coupled  recommendations 
for  closer  inspection  of  tho  liquor  traf- 
fic, for  police  sub-stations.  .*or  a  new 
itiain  Jail,  for  a  home  for  girls,  and  that 
the  provincial  government  provide 
some  proper  accommodation  for  Che  old 
people  now  kept  as  a  charge  on  the  city. 
Pointing  cut  that  the  city  last  year 
netted  approximately  J127,000  from  the 
liquor  trafTlc,  they  urged  that  the  vic- 
tims of  the  traffic  be  better  provided 
foi-  In  the  jail,  and  that  work  be  found 
for   them   to   do. 

Mr.  Justice  Gregory  in  replying, 
agreed  with  a  remark  of  the  grand  jury 
on  the  incredtee  of  crime,  and  said  he 
did  not  believe  thJItt  ftn^  Calendar  of 
crime  In  Canada  cotllfl  equal  that  be- 
fore them  at  the  present  assize.  In  ref- 
erence to  the  oity  Jail,  he  said  it  would 
bo  in  hl.s  powur  to  say  that  the  pris- 
oners coming  before  him  should  "  bo 
taken  tiicre.  but  he  had  no  wish  to  take 
so  drastic  a  step.  In  reference  to  the 
apathy  with  which  presentments  of 
grand  juries  wore  apt  to  b«  received, 
he  I'epeated  tlie  advice  of  Mr.  Justice 
Clement  fct  New  Westminster,  thai  thcso 
matters  should  bo  brought  directly  to 
the  attention  of  members  for  the  dis- 
tricl.  ,;       J     ■

Court  of  Appeal. 
Hepburn  v.  Seattle:  Libel— Finding 
by  the  jury  that  the  article  complained 
of  "did  not  amount  to  u  libel"— Ques- 
tion of  libel  or  no  libel  left  entirely  to 
the  Jury— No  objection  to  the  judge'K 
charge. 

Plaintiff  was  in  1910  an  alderman  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver.      At  a  meeting 
of  the  city  council  held  in  March,  11)10, 
he  moved  a  resolutinn   milling  the  at- 
tention  of   the   authorities    of    the   ad- 
joining municipalities  to  proposed  real 
estate    subdivisions,    and    asking    them 
to    look    carefully    Into    all    subdivision 
plan.^  aubmitted  for  their  approval.

A   reciprocity 
agreement    with     the .  United    States    Is 
open  to  that  objection,  even  though  It  Is 
ttstenslbiy  as   elastic  as    .^-'at   negotiated 
by    Mr.    Vieldlnpr.     We    arfe    told    that    It 
will    not   Interfere   with   odr   freedom  of 
action,  because  we  can  repeal  tha  agree- 
ment at  any  time;  but  thlS  power  is  like 
some  other  powers:  It  may  exist,  but  it 
may  not  easily  be  exercised. 

We    are    making    a    mistake    wh,cn    vl'e 
tie   ourselves   up   by  an   agreement   with 
our    neighbors.     Kacb.,  trade    agreement 
must   stand    or   fall   on   Us   own    merits; 
and  no  general  rule  can  be  laid  down  as 
applicable    to    all    of    them.     An    agree- 
ment   that   mlRlht    be   justifiable   in    con- 
nection with   France  ml?ht  or  might  rfot 
be    justifiable    In    connection    with    Ger- 
many,   and    one   might   be   justlflaole   in 
the  caae  of   both   these   nations  and  yet 
not   be   with    the  .United   States   because 
dt   ooiiditlons   peculiar   to    the   American 
Continent  and  Into  which  It  Is  not  neces- 
sary   to    enter.     The    Colonist,    like    the 
Globe,  favors  the  commercial  freedom  of 
Cariada;    but,    unlike   the   Toronto  paper, 
it   regards   reciprocity   with   the    United 
States  as  likely  to  proye  a  serious   in- 
terference  with   Chat  freedom.

It   Is   a   ceremony    of   very   considerable 
length    so   long   Indeed    that    the    paying 
of    homage    has    been    restricted     to    a 
few    representatives   of    the    several    or- 
ders   of    the   peerage.      Some   rather   ab- 
surd   people    out    In    this    part    of    the 
world    seem    to   have    got    It   4nto    their 
heads    that    an    Invitation   to    the    coro- 
nation    implies    that     the    persons     re- 
ceiving it  would   have   something   to  do 
in    connection    with    the    ceremony,    but 
the    very   utmowt    any    such    person    can 
hope    for    Is    a     seat     in     Westminster 
Abbey. 

There  never  was  any  misunderstand- 
ing in  Victoria  In  respect  to  the  pre- 
sentation of  addresses.  An  address  on 
behalf  of  the  people  of  the  province  of 
British  Columbia  was  prepared,  and  Mr. 
M«Brlde  was  entrusted  with  the  duty 
of  seeing  that  It  reached  the  King. 
Neither  he  nor  any  other  sane  person 
supposed  that  he  would  present  it  at 
the  coronation.  He,  himself  frankly 
said  that  he  did  not  know  through 
what  channel  the  address  would  reach 
His  Majesty,  but  that  he  would  con- 
sult with  the  Colonial  Office  on  his 
arrival  In  London.

We  nnd  the  following  editorial  In  the 
Vancouver  World: 

We  referred  yesterday  to  a  Victoria 
report  that  the  Dominion  government 
had  so  drafted  the  tenders  for  the  build- 
ing of  the  new  Canadian  warships  that 
none  would  be  offered  for  construction 
on  this  coast.  We  gave  whut  we  con- 
sidered cogent  reasons  why  this  decis- 
ion on  the  part  of  the  authorities,  if  it 
has  really  been  arrived  at,  should  be 
modified.  We  observe  that  a  movement 
is  on  foot  In  Victoria  to  make  repre- 
sentations to  Ottawa  on  the  subject,  and 
we  think  Vancouver  cannot  do  better 
than  take  the  same  course.  A  united 
protest  should  be  addressed  to  the  gov- 
ernment from  this  coast.  It  la  of  less 
Importance  whether  Victoria  or  Van- 
couver obtains  some  contracts  than  that 
some  of  the  ships  should  be  built  in 
yards  adjacent  to  our  waters.  When 
that  point  is  settled,  we  can  fight  it  out 
with  Victoria  as  to  which  la  to  have  fe 
work,  and  may  the  best  city  win. 

Over  here  in  Victoria  we  huve  .  not 
discussed  the  locality  where  a  ship- 
building plant  should  be  established  on 
this  coast.  We  all  think  we  have  a 
pretty  good  idea  where  It  ought  to  be. 
and  where  It  will  be,  but  realize  that  It 
must  depend  largely  upon  the  contrac- 
tors who  may  undertake  to  build  tho 
ships.  What  we  are  most  concerned 
about  at  present  Is  with  securing  such 
an  arrangement  as  will  enable  some- 
body to  build  some  of  the  ships  here. 
We  are  glad  that  our  Vancouver  con- 
temporary approaches  the  question,  from 
the  same  broad  point  of  view.  It  is  a 
principle  not  merely  a  local  benefit  that 
is  involved  In  the  campaign  that  has 
been  begun  in  VlotorUu 


hereafter     members    of    the    House    of 
Commons    shall    be    paid.

We 
allow    them    indemnities.      They    devote 
some   of    their    time    to    the   pu*llc   ser 
vice    and    presumably    suffer    in    pocket 
thereby.       Against    this     assumed    loss 
we    Indemnify    them.     We    gather  from 
the     despatches  that  Mr.   Lloyd  George 
Is    not    paying    as    much    consideration 
to   the  feelings  of  members  as  we   pay 
here.     He  seems  to  have  used  the  word 
"salary,"  which  is  a  very  different  thing 
from  an  indemnity.     It  has  a  very  com- 
mon  sound.     Perhaps   that  will  lend   to 
Ifessen    Its    popularity.      Pet-haps   also   It 
will  not.     When  you  send  an  article  to 
an  English  magazine  and  it  Is  accepted 
you  are  not  paid  for  It.     Of  course  not. 
You    receive    an    honorarium.      If    you 
cannot  see    the   distinction    that    is    the 
fault  of  the  way  yon  have  been  brought 
up.     You  are  probably  one  of  those  peo- 
ple to  whom  every   honest  dollar  looks 
very   much    like   another    honest    dollar 
But  this  only   by   the  way.     There  is 
going    to    be    strong    opposition    to    the 
payment      of     members.       Mr.     Austen 
Chamberlain    said    it    would     result     in 
filling    the    House    with    "mere    money 
grabbing    politicians    seeking    an    easy 
living."     It  has  been   a   unique  distinc- 
tion of   the  British   House  of  Commons 
that   its   members   served,  nominally   at 
least,     without    pay.       The    Nationalist 
members    and    the    Labor    members    for 
the    most   part   received   pay    from    var 
I0U8  sources,  and  there  have  been  many 
instances    where    individuals    have    been 
paid   an   allowance   by    wealthly    friends 
to    enable    them    to    enter    parliament; 
but    by    far    the   larger   number    of   the 
members    of    the    House    of    Commons 
have   depended    upon    their   own    means 
for  a  living.     We  do  not  think  the  ex 
perlence  of  Canada  Justifies  the  opinion 
that   the  standard   of  political  life   will 
be  lowered  by  the  payment  of  members, 
and  we  see  no  valid  reason  why  It  ought 
to   be   lowered   in    the   United  Kingdorn. 
Theoretically  it  ought  to  be  made  pos- 
sible for  any  man,   possessing  the  nee 
essary    talents,    to    devote    himself    to 
the  public  service  in  parliament  without 
having  to  provide  himself  with  a  purse 
or    a    patron,   and    we    should    be    very 
sorry    to    think    that    the    standard    of 
public   opinion  In   the   United   Kingdom 
was  so  low  that  the  country  will  suffer 
because  tlie  members  are  paid.

Teucer,  from  Hongkong,  on  the  last 
trip  and  was  stopped  at  the  Immigra- 
tion building  at  Victoria  for  examina- 
tion for  three  days  at  two  hours  a  day- 
I  was  stripped  naked  each  time  and 
left  in  that  condition  for  the  two 
hours  each  time,  '"it  was  eaceedingly 
cold  and  I  am  now  sick  and  have  to 
employ  a  doctor.  I  asked  Dr.  Milne, 
the  immigration  officer,  to  let  me  put 
my  clothes  on  and  he  Would  not  give 
me  permission  to  do  so.  I  would  ask 
that  this  rule  be  altered  as  your  Ex- 
cellency Is  appointed  by  our  govern- 
ment to  protect  the  Chinese.  This

Beading' 

Are  our  boys  and  girls  being  taught 
in  our  schools  how  to  read?  How  many 
of  the  brightest  of  therp  can  take  a 
chapter  of  a  book  in  their  own  lang- 
uage and  after  a  reasonable  time  for 
Hiudy   reproduce  its  contents? 

The  ability  t a  read  understandtngly  is 
far   the   most  valuable  part  of  the    educa- 
tion of  a  man  or  woman.     Book  knowl- 
edge   Is   often,    in    these   days   spoken   of 
slightingly.      The    training   of   the    hand 
and    the   development   of   the    powers   of 
observation   are    in      the      estimation   of 
many,    more    valtiable    means    of    educa- 
tion than  any  to  be  procured  from  books. 
Yet   even   the   most  ardent   advocates  of 
practical      education        are        ready      to 
acknowledge  that   what  the  student  can 
discover   for   himself  only  leads   him   to 
the  storehouses  of  knowledge  that  have 
been  gathered  for  him  by  the  worker8*ln 
Ills    own    field,    who   have    preceded    him 
or   are    his   contemporaries.      To    send   a 
■pupil   out    of   school    without      the      key 
which   will  unlock  this  storehouse  Is  to 
miss    the    whole    purpose    of    educs-tfon. 
No  amount   of  It  formation   on  any  sub- 
ject which  a   pupil   may  carry  with  him 
from  school  is  to  be  compared  with  the 
ability    to    get    information    for    himr'^If 
from  the  printed  page.     A  pupil  who  can 
read    and    who   loves   reading      may      be 
ignorant    of    many    subjects,    but    he    Is 
vastly   superior    to      the      student,    who 
without    this    power,    can      answer     any 
sort    of      examination      papers    however 
difficult.     If  it  were  possible  f or  ^the  ex- 
aminers to   test  the  ability  of  boys  and 
girls    to   understand   a   book   which   they 
I  had   never  seen,   it  Is   to   be   feared   that 
many    pupils,    now   considered    brilliant, 
would  fall  miserably. 


A  Qood  Way. 
A    number    of    club    women      In      New 
York    have   agreed   to   try    lo   reform   the 
manners   of   street   ear   conductors.      But 
their  mode  of  procedure  Is  very  different 
from    that    of   most    would-be    reformers. 
Instead    of    i-«porting    rudeness    and    in- 
solence   at    headquarters    they    tell      the 
superiors    of    the    men    of    any    kindness 
or    politeness    that    they    have    observed 
during    the   day.      Whatever   effect      this 
may    have    on    the   street    car    men.    It    is 
very    certain    it    will    make    the    censors 
happier  and  better.     It  is   too  much   the 
habit    of    people    to    look    for    faults    in 
those    with    whom    we    are    thrown    into 
contact.      Few    admonitions    are       more 
persistently    neglected    than    that    which 
bids   us   think  on   whatsoever  things  are 
pure    and    lovely    and    of    good      report. 
These   women    have   taken    a    good    plan, 
and  one   that   is   worthy  of  Imitation.   If 
It   la   possible  for  a  company   to  advance 
the    men    who    are    careful    of    the    com- 
fort of  the  public  it  will  do  so. 

In  our  .own_  city  there  are  many  op- 
portunities of  observing  the  care  and 
courtesy  with  which  street  car  conduc- 
tors treat  old  people  and  little  children. 
It  is  the  exceptional  man  who  neglects 
to  help  the  mother  who  has  little  ones 
with  her.  When  It  Is  remembered  that 
the  ordinary  duties  of  the  conductor  on 
a  crowded  line  or  on  a  holiday  are  not 
easy.  the  kind  and  pleasant  way  In 
which  assistance  Is  given  should  be 
more   appreciated. 


A   Slffloult   Problem. 

We  are  all  ready  to  acknowledge  that 
children  tnust,  alMSve  all  things,  be' 
taught  to  be  good.  Most  of  us  are  agreed 
that  truthfulness,  honesty,  purity  and 
love  are  fundamental  virtues.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  example  of  the  teacher  is 
the  greatest  factor  in  character  building 
In  the  schoolroom.  But  thera  Is  at  pres- 
ent a  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to 
whether  or  not  formal  lessons  In  moral- 
ity should  be  given  In  our  public  schools. 

No  one  doubts  for  a  moment  that  If 
a  child  steals  some  meanis  should  be 
taken  to  cure  him  of  the  habit.  The 
same  thing  Is  true  of  every  fault  of 
which   a   child   can   be   guilty.      There   Is

Food  for  Ohlldren 
A  writer  In  the  Dally  Mall  writes 
very  sensibly  concerning  the  kind  of 
nourishment  that  ought  to  be  given  to 
children.  The  old  Idea  that  children 
must  be  made  to  eat  whatever  Is  given 
them  Is  not  insisted  upon.  "If  ever 
there  was  a  time,"  says  this  auiftiority. 
"when  the  human  machine  needs  the 
very  best  and  most  nourishing  food  It 
Is  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen. 
During  these  years,  when  the  body 
growth  Is  most  rapid  the  child's  strength 
must  be  kept  up  to  the  mark  and  am 
varied  as  possible  a  mentv  of  foods 
readily  convertible  Into  suitable  build- 
ing materials  must  be  provided. 

"Too  many  parents  cling  to  the  the- 
ory tlhat  a  child's  likes  and  dislikes  In 
the  matter  of  food  are  of  no  Importance 
whatsoever;  that  the  child  must  eat 
w^hat  Is  placed  before  It,  whether  It  likes 
It  or  not.  This  Is  a  very  poor  system, 
because  It  often  results  In  the  child  tak- 
ing a  disllTce  to  foods  which.  If  a  little 
tact  had  been  used.  It  might  have  been 
led  to  eat  with  some  pleasure  and  appe- 
tite. Another  point"  Is  that  food  tlhal 
one  dislikes  never  does  as  much  good  as 
it  would  If  it  had  appealed  to  fhe  appe- 
tite. 

"If,  then,  a  child  has  a  dislike  for, 
say,  milk  or  boiled  eggs  and  essential 
nourishing  foods  of  that  sort,  do  not 
force  them  upon  him,  but  have  them 
served  In  such  a  variety  of  ways  that 
he  will  not  recognize  them.  If  he  re- 
fuses to  drink  milk  by  tihe  glassful,  turr. 
It  into  junket  or  Into  very  milky  milk 
puddings. 

"To  encourage  the  correct  develop- 
ment of  the  bjaln  and  body  care  should 
be  exercised  over  the  selection  of  the 
food,  and  too  long  an  Interval  of  tlmo 
should  not  be  allowed  to  elapse  between 
the  meals.  A  child  at  a  very  early  ago 
looks  for  regularity  in  his  meal  hours, 
and  whenever  the  time  come"?  around. 
Uie  healthy  child  Is  ready  and  expectant 
for  it.  If  left  too  Jong,  that  delightful 
.sensation  of  being  hungry  will  Ihave 
passed  away  and  left  a  dull  ache  Instead 
The  child  will  either  not  want  to  eai. 
at  all  or  else  will  cat  very  quickly  and 
perhaps  have  a  bad  attack  of  Indigestion 
In  consequence. 

•A  child  should  not  be  brbught  up  on 
a  large  amount  of  meat;  a  little  ni 
the  middle  of  the  day  Is  quite  enough, 
.ind  then  It  should  be  not  too  well  done. 
Cold  meat  Is  not  easily  digested  by 
young  children.  There  should  always 
be  vegetables.  A  milky  pudding,  with 
stewed  fruit,  or  any  pudding  made  with 
milk  and  oggs,  for  dessert.  The  last 
meal  should  be  very  nourishing,  hut  a 
v«ry  light  one.  Milk,  If  ho  will  drink 
It,  elt.her  hot  or  cold.  Is  the  Ideal  supper, 
but  If  he  cannot  digest  it,  try  a  cup  of 
raw  inent  .Uiice  diluted  with  boiling 
water.  Then  he  can  have  bread  and 
butter  and  a  lightly  boiled  egg.  or  toast 
and    milk   or   a   milky   pudding. 

"It  is  well  to  encourage  In  children 
n  liking  for  fruit;  let  tihem  have  It 
when  ever  they  want  It — that  is  to  say, 
at  every  meal.  All  kinds  of  ripe  fruit 
as  It  comes  Into  seaso..  should  be  given 
to  them,  as  well  as  stewed  fruit,  but  in 
the  case  of  raw  fruit,  the  <«kln  should 
alwayt  be  i«Bevea.     Never  eJlow  cMl'

J.  D.  Taylor,  M.  P.  for  New  West- 
minster, has  been  discussing  at  Ottawa 
the  failure  of  the  proposed  fishery 
treaty.  He  called  the  attention  of  Hon. 
Mr.  Brodeur,  minister  of  marine  and 
flsheries,  to  the  following  extract  fr«?m 
the   Paclflc    Fisherman   of   Seattle: 

"The  International  Fishery  Treaty, 
as  framed  by  David  Starr-Jordan  and 
Prof.  Edward  E.  Prince,  the  two  com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  United 
Stnt«»  nnd  Or«Rt  Brltatti  to  formulate 
regulations  for  the  control  of  the 
boundary  fisheries  of  this  country  and 
Canada,  was  given  short  shrift  by  the 
session  of  Congress  which  has  just  ad- 
journed. 

"The  energetic  and  logical  protests 
which  were  made  against  the  terms  of 
liiie  ir»^niy  by  liie  n»l>t>km«n  of  Puget 
Sound  and  Lake  Erie  had  sufficient 
weight  with  Congress  that  the  regula- 
tions proposed  for  those  two  districts 
were  entirely  stricken  out  by  the  com- 
mittee on  foreign  relations,  to  whom 
the  bill  was  referred.  And  even  after 
these  objectionable  features  were  re- 
moved, the  bill,  favorably  reported  by 
the  committee,  owing  to  the  filibuster- 
ing that  was  carried  on  In  Congress 
during  the  last  hours  of  the  session, 
was   never  brought   to  a   vote. 

"The      Congressional      Record      shows 
that    the    treaty,    which      came      before 
Congress    In    the    form    of   Senate       BUI 
6119,   was  referred   to   the  committee  on 
foreign  i«latlons,  and  that,  owing  to  re- 
presentations   made    to   this      committee 
regulations    62,    63,    64    and    65,    relating 
to   Puget   Sound,   were  entirely   stricken 
out.   as  were   also    regulations    45   to    50 
Included,    relating    to    Lake    Ej-le.      Fur 
ther    records    state    only    that    this    bill 
I  was    reported    with   amendment,      which 
means  that  It  did  not  come  up  for  vote. 
"So   far   as   the   future   of   this  treaty 
Is    concerned,   its    fate    Is    problematical. 
The    next   Congress    will    be  an   entirely 
new    session    witlj    many    new    members. 
The   bill,   if  again   Introduced,   must   ne- 
cessarily  go    throiigh    all      the      routine 
that    It   has   gone    through    in    the      last 
session.     It  will  probably  be  handled  by 
the    committee   In   the   same    manner  as 
before,  and  then,  if  Congress  finds  time. 
It  may  be  passed.     It  is  more  than  like- 
ly  that   the  same   representations   made 
by    the  fishermen,    even    to   a   new  com- 
mittee, will  have  the  effect  of  eliminat- 
ing the  clauses  concerning  Puget  Sound

Mr.    Taylor    said:    "If    this   be   a   cor- 
rect presentation   of  events  in  the  Am- 
erican Senate — and  with  the  absence  of 
Information  to  the  contrary  we  are  en- 
titled to  suppose  that  it  is— it  seems  to 
indicate   an   astonishing   lack   of   knowl- 
edge   on    the    part   of    the    minister      of 
marine  and  fisheries  of,  or  control  over, 
the    events    relating    to   his    department. 
It    Is   no    light   matter  that     a     treaty 
solemnly  entered  into  between  the  gov- 
ernments   of    Great      Britain     and      the 
United  States  should  be  implemented  by 
Canada,    as    we   did    Implement    it      last 
session,    by    taking    authority    for      the 
minister   to   proclaim   regulations  when- 
ever the  United  States  was  ready  to  pro- 
claim them,  and  yet  that  the  minister  in 
charge    of    the    department    In      Canada 
should    remain    indifferent    to    the      fact 
that   he   is    being    played    with    by      the 
other   parties    to   the    treaty,    that     not 
only  "have   they  committed  a  breach  of

Graduating  from 
ActtdJ*  with  honors  In  -ia«,.inB  and 
mathematics  in  1876.  he  served  for  five 
years  as  principal  of  one  or  the  lead- 
ing academies  In  hie  native  province  of 
Nova  Scotia.  He  then  proceeded  to 
Harvard  university,  and  took  a  two- 
years'  course  in  honor  and  post-grad- 
uate  work. 

At    the    close    of   his    studies   at   Har- 
vard, having  received  the  Morey  Foun- 
dation  as    a   reward    of    Bcholarshlp.    he 
entered  Yale   university  no   take   a  doc- 
tor's   degree,    after   a    residence    of    one 
years  there,  acting  under  the  advice  of 
Professor     William      Dwlght      Whitney, 
one    of    the    greatest    Sanskrit    scholars 
of    his    day.    he    resolved    to    finish    his 
course    in    classical    philology    and    San- 
skrlft    at    Leipzig     university.      Leipzig 
was    at    that    time    attracting    scholars 
from  all   parts   of   the   world   by  a  bril- 
liant coterie   of   men   in   Its   philological 
department,  among  whom  were  Profes- 
sors   George    Curtius,    Rlbbeck.    Lesklon 
and    Windisch,    and     under    them    Pro- 
fessor   Eaton     studied     and     graduated 
wlh    high    honors.      He    had    the   special 
privilege  also   of  being   elected   a  mem- 
ber   of    the    private    aemlnors    of    Pro-  , 
fessors  Curtius  and  Rlbbeck  during  the  | 
last  two  years  of  his  course  a(  Leipzig.  | 
and    contributed    several    papers    which  i 
have    found    a    place    In    the    works    of 
these    scholera.

Eaton   has  been   a   frequent   contributor 
to   educational   journals   in    Canada   and 
the   United   States.

Many  thrilling  Incidents  connected 
with  the  wreck  of  the  Pacific  Mall  liner 
Asia  at  Flnga  Rocks*  of  a  fight  with 
Chinese  pirates  In  which  free  use  of  re- 
volvers wsis  made  and  a  number  of  Chi- 
nese were  killed,  and  Arthur  Arundel,  a. 
boiler  tender,  was  carried  oft,  were  re- 
ported by  arrivals  by  the  steamer  Chi- 
cago Maru.  yesterday,  supplementing 
cable  reports.  Captain  Gaukroger,  when 
he  found  the  steamer,  carried  from  her 
course  by  currents  during  thick  fog,  was 
heading  direct  toward  a  cUft,  realized 
that  rtlBanter  could  not  be  averted  and 
put  th«  helm  over  and  went  full  speed 
to  Jam  the  Asia  on  thfe  rocks.  The  Im- 
pact was  so  heavy  in  consequence  that 
a  great  hole  was  rammed  In  the  face  of 
the  'cliff  of  soft  friable  rock,  and  the 
Asia  cradled  among  smaller  rooks  at 
the  foot  with  ber  bows  crumpled  up.

pany.  Only  a  constant  fusillade  pre 
vented  the  phates  Interfering  with  the 
landing  of  survivors.  Captain  Qaukro- 
ger,  the  first  -officer,  chief  engineer  and 
others  who  remained  on  the  wreck  were 
engaged  in  a  regular  battle  with  the 
Chinese  fishermen,  who  fairly  rushed  the 
wreck,  despite  the  revolver  fire.  and 
came  on  board.  All  night  Captain  Gau- 
kroger  and  his  company  fought  in  the 
fog  with  the  pirates  who  boarded,  firing 
no  fewer  than  BOO   rounds. 

Wireless  Sununous  AlO. 

Meanwhile  the  American  Maru  had 
been  called  by  wireless  and  the  steamer 
Shaosh'ng  was  standing  by  somewhere 
in  the  fog.  Ashore  In  the  hollow  where 
the  passengers  landed  ,a  number  of  the 
women  were  sUll  in  night  attire  and  a 
tent  of  tarpaulins  was  put  up  to  allow 
them  to  dress,  a^d*  provisions  were 
given  out  In  rations.  There  were  67 
foreign  passengers  and  70  Asiatics. 
When  the  Shaoshing  came  they  were 
taken  off  on  board,  and  meanwhile  those 
of  the  Asia  continued  tUei|  fight  with 
the  pirates. 

The  last  boat  to  leave  the  wreck  was 
captured  by  the  pirates.  In  It  was 
A.  J.  Cozens,  first  assistant  engineer; 
Arthur  Arundel,  boiler  tender;  three 
Chinese  and  one  Japanese  seamen,  and 
mail.  The  sea  had  risen  and  the  crew 
lost  its  way  In  the  fog.  from  which  a 
Junk  appeared  and  pur*ued  xne  boat, 
swamping  it.  The  crew  clambered  on 
the  junk,  where  the"  wei'e  set  upon  and 
knocked  down.  Cozens  shot  down  two 
with  his  revolver  and  was  then  over- 
powered and  all  were  trussed  with  ropes 
and  thrown  on  the  deck  until  night 
when  they  were  taken  ashore  by  the 
pirates.  Cozens  made  a  deal  to  be 
taken  off  to  the  America  Maru,  prom- 
ising a  reward  of  $300.  The  Chinese 
consented  secured  his.  money,  and  put 
him  back  on  the  wreck,  where  they 
.loined  the  others  ir^  looting  It.  Arundel 
or  the  others  were  not  seen  again. 

Strip    tba   Wtack. 

The  pirates  ^warmed  on  board  In  hun- 
dreds when  Captain  Gaukroger  left,  the 
Asia  having  settled  until  thoy  could  step 
from  the  saloon  deck  lu  lifeboats  from 
the  America  Maru.  The  Chinese  strip- 
ped the  wreck  thoroughly,  removing 
everything  portable  on  deck  or  below  to 
their  fishing  boats. 

During  the  transfer  of  the  passengerfl 
to  the  SlinoHlng  a  Chinese  woman  was 
.shot  by  one  of  the  A.sia's  officers  when 
a  bullet  fired  at  the  marauders  rlchoch- 
cted.     She  will  recover.

The  steamer  Chicago  Maru  brought 
news  of  the  rescue  of  the  crew  of  the 
Japanese  schooner  Myroken  Maru  by 
the  tndo-China  steamer  Hop  Sang.  130 
miles  off  Mojl.  A  moderate  gale  from 
the  northeast  was  blowing  at  the  time, 
and  a  very  high  sea  running.  On  ap- 
proaching he  found  she  was  in  a  very 
damaged  condition  and  In  danger  of 
foundering,  so  he  offered  to  send  his 
lifeboat  to  take  off  tlhe  crew,  but  they 
did  not  wish  to  abandon  their  vessel  and 
requested   him   to   take   them  in   tow. 

After  great  difficulty,  says  the  Kobe 
Herald,  towllnes  were- got  on  board  the 
schooner  an^  towing  was  commenced. 
After  towing  the  vessel  for  ten  miles  or 
so,  which  occupied  about  two  hours. 
Captain  Hay  observed  the  schooner's 
crew  making  frantic  iz^pcals  for  help. 
A  boat  was  Immediately  lowered  and 
procfeeded  to  them  to  ascertain  what 
was  the  mutter.  On,  approaphlng  it  was 
found  that  the  heavy  seas  w'hlch  were 
running  had  been  too  much  for  the 
schooner,  and  she  was  beginning  to 
open  out  all  over;  In  fnct  the  starboard 
bilge  plank  was  washing  about  every 
time  she  rose  to  the  sea.  The  crew  ac- 
cordingly wished  to  be  taken  off  and 
put  on  board  the  British  steamer,  as 
they  considered  any  further  attempts  to 
save  their  vessel  would  be  futile,  as 
she  was  rapidly  settling  down.  The 
Hop  Sang  was  stopped  anri  a  lifeboat 
in  cfharge  of  the  second  officer  (Mr. 
Spencer)  was  sent  to  t|heir  assistance. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced 
In  getting  alongside  the  schooner  ow- 
ing to  the  heavy  wreckage  floating  as- 
tern of  her  and  to  the  necessity  of  keep- 
ing her  stem  on  to  the  seas,  but  by 
clever  handling  the  second  officer  suc- 
ceeded at  last  in  getting  alongside,  and 
transferring  all  the  crew  (five  men  and 
one  woman)  to  his  bont,  which  after- 
wards returned  to  the  Hap  Sang  without 
mishap. 

The  shipwrecked  crew  stated  that  no 
loss  tlhan  four  .Tapanosc  steamers  anti 
one  trawler  pa.ised  and  spoke  them  but 
would  render  them  no  asHistance.  The 
Myroken  Maru  was  ^  sinking  rapidly 
when  abandoned.
